•Railroad is-directing public attention for 
the time to the future of the great North- 
west, somewhat to the disregard of other 
undeveloped portions of the country.

PROHIBITION IN LIVERPOOL. 


A curious and little known instance of 


the successful prohibition of the liquor 
traffic exists iu Liverpool. 
Sometime 


like a quarter of a centurv ago, D. Rob- 
erts & Son and the Earl of SeRon owned 
a very large truck of laud in the south- 
ern part of Liverpool, which was re- 
quired for building purposes. 
They had 


it laid out into town or city lots, and re- 
solved that a clause should be inserted in 
all leases and plots for building prohibit- 
ing the sale of liquor in any shape. 
This 


arrangement, 
which was very simple, 


and which was introduced quietly, ini- 
tiated a social experiment the results of 
which have been quite remarkable, so 
much so that they have often been quoted 
in Parliament and in the discussions on 
licensing the sale of liquor elsewhere;

Tradition in our own limes is a very 


loose 
and 
trivial thing. 
Everything 


which it is important to have accurately 
kept in mind is carefully committed to 
writing. 
All that is left to tradition is 


the small gossip of the neighborhood, and 
incidents not worth formally recording. 
Thus tradition has become a mere play- 
thing. No wonder that those who judge 
only by its operation in times of written 
records do not think much of it as a 
means of enabling us really to penetrate 
into the past. 


I believe it can be shown thai ancient 


tradition, instead of being about the 
same thing as modern, had hardly any- 
thing in common with it; that it was a 
sacred thing, usually most 
carefully 


guarded and transmitted ; and, therefore, 
tlmt it is not to be thrown aside as worth- 
less unless supported by contemporary 
records, but rather to be regarded as it- 
self a species of record, and classed 
among the recognized materials of his- 
tory. There is om great fact underlying 
the whole subject, which seems to have 
been almost entirely lost sight of; that 
tradition, before the times of writing, 
had a totally different part to play from 
anything required of it now. 
Now, as 


has been said, it is an accident, tlie mere 
fragmentary survival of things which 
liave not been forgotten. 
Then it was

keeping in mind those things which 
needed to be remembered.

• BRAIN WORK AND FOOD.—The no- 


tion that those who work only«with their 
brain need less food than those who 
labor with their hands has long been 
proved to be fallacious. 
Mental labor 


causes greater waste of tissue than mus- 
cular. According to careful estimates, 
three hours hard study wear out the body 
more than a whole day of physical exert ions. 
"Without phosphorus, no thought," is a 
German saying; and 'the consumption of 
that essential ingredient of the brain in- 
creases in proportion to the amount of 
labor which this organ is required to per- 
form. 
The wear aud tear of the brain 


are easily measured by -careful examina- 
tion, of the salts in the liquid excretions. 
The importance of the brain as a work- 
ing organ is 'shown by the amount of 
blood it receives, which is proportionate- 
ly greater than that of any other part of 
the body.' One-fifth of the blood goes to 
the brain, though its average weight is 
only one-fortieth of that of the body 
This fact alone would be sufficient to 
prove that brain workers require more 
food, and even better food, than mechan- 
ics or farm laborers.—Boston Journal 
of Chemistry. 


FOREIGN WEDDING DAYS.—There are 


favorite days in the week for marriages, 
says an English paper, as well as favored 
months in the year. 
Saturday, Sunday 


and Monday are the most 
in esteem. 


Sunday in the rural districts and Satur- 
day in the towns. It appears, however, 
that Sunday weddings are generally less 
numerous than they were, while Saturday 
weddings are on the increase.

is deemed an unlucky day for marriage, 
as for most other undertakings. In the 
qounty of Gloucester there were but 
twenty Friday marriages in 1881 to two 
hundred and thirteen on Saturday, two 
hundred and eleven on Monday, aud two 
hundred and three on Sunday.

It is clearly to the in- 
terest of every one then to do all in bis 
power fa add to the industrial establish- 
ments of Bristol.

chocolate with a little cream and mix 
with a cupful of batter; cover the bottom 
of a pan with the batter and drop upon it 
in two or three places a spoonful of the 
chocolate, forming rings, and then an- 
other layer of the batter, and so on until 
all is used.

CELERY MAYONNAISE.—The yolks of 


two eggs, a very little mustard, salt, 
pepper, the juice of a lemon and some 
water. Beat all together. To prevent 
the same curdling the eggs must be well 
beaten before adding the oil. Pour in 
the oil slowly, a few drops at a time, 
stirring until the consistency of jelly. 
A 


few drops of vinegar may be added, or a 
small spoonful of boiling water. The 
celery must be well washed and then 
thoroughly dried in a towel; cut in small 
pieces in a salad bowl, throw the mayon- 
naise over the celery, mix all together 
and serve. 


SAUCE OF TOMATOES.—One gallon of 


tomatoes peeled and sliced; 
add two 


ablespoonfuls of mustard seed, one tea- 
spoonful of cayenne pepper, one teaspoon- 
ul of allspice, one of cloves, a gill of 
salt, four or five onions chopped fine, one 
pint of brown sugar, one quart of vinegar. 
Beat the spices and tomatoes together 
and boil in a porcelain kettle until the 
consistency of marmalade, stirring fre- 
quently while boiling. 
Put 
in small 


bottles, pouring into the mouth of each 
bottle a little sweet oil; cork tightly aud 
keep in a cool place. 


BLACKBERRY SPONGE.—One quart of 


blackberries half a package of gelatine, 
one cupful and a half of water, one cup- 
ful of sugar, the juice of one lemon, the 
whites of four eggs. 
Soak the gelatine 


for two hours in half a cupful of the wa- 
ter, mash the berries and add half the 
sugar to them; boil the remainder of the 
sugar and the water gently twenty min- 
utes; rub the berries through a sieve, 
add the gelatine to the boi'ling syrup and 
take from the fire immediately; then 
add the berries, piace in a pan of ice wa- 
ter and beat five minute.;; add the whites 
of the eggs and beat until the mixture 
begins to thicken; pour in the moulds 
and set away to harden. 
Serve with su- 


gar and cream. 


—There was a collision on a Long 


Island railroad on Tuesday, between two 
crowded passenger trains. Threfe pei sons, 
one a gentleman of Philadelphia, were 
instantly killed, and at least fifty more or 
less seriously Bounded. As usual it was 
the fault of the engineer of one of the 
trains, and as has begun to happen too 
frequently of late, the air brakes wouldn't 
work.
